This argument is responsive to ths non-final office action mailed 11/18/04. The allowable 
subject matter, namely, claims 10-15 is appreciated by Applicant. 

Applicant requests an extension of time in which to respond pursuant to 37 CFR §1.136. 

I. Argument. 

1- Claims 1-9 are refected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated bv Rensel. OJS 
6 ,036.179). 

As to claims 1 and 7, Applicant respectfully reasserts the arguments presented in the response 
dated August 16, 2004. 

Claims 2-6 depend directly or ultimately from claim 1. Claims 8 and 9 depend directly or 
ultimately from claim 7. 

2 - Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 T TSC 102rfrl as being anticipated bv Kulka et al. (US 
5A 83,827). 

As to claim 16, Kulka teaches a transponder (10) in or on a vehicle tire (60). However, the 
transponder is taught as being integrally mounted in the tire, col, 7, lines 47-49. This appears to 
comprise placing transponder (10) withi:i the tire plies prior to vulcanization, resulting in the 
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transponder being fixedly incorporated into the tire structure with no freedom of movement within the 
pHes, particularly once the lire is vulcanized. 

Kulka also teaches a transponder as being mounted to the inner liner of the tire using an 
elastomeric patch or membrane mounted over the transponder (10), col 7, lines 53-59. However, this 
arrangement also results in the transponder being fixedly mounted to the tire, col. 7, line 58 (emphasis 
added). 

Hence, Kulka does not teach nor reasonably suggest an elastomeric sleeve having a pocket for 
movcably containing an electronic data logging device as claimed. 
Claims 17-20 depend directly or ul rimatcly from claim 16. 
Applicant requests allowance of all claims.
